Washington, April 11.—Postm aster 
General Burleson has determined to 
effect the most radical reorganization 
of the postal service ever proposed 
in the history of civil service reform 
In this country. The plan upon which 
he is at work is distinguished by these 
features: 
All postmasters shall be placed un­ 
der civil service and required to pass 
examination for admission, retention 
and promotion. 
Postm asters shall be appointed and 
transferred without regard to locality, 
so that, for example, a resident if 
San F'ranclsco could be made postmas­ 
ter of New York, and a resident of Du­ 
luth postmaster of New Orleans. 
The new 
postm aster 
general has 
told his friends that his highest am­ 
bition is to take the postofflee depart­ 
ment completely out of politics and 
make it an organization of the high­ 
est business efficiency. 


President Com m ends Plan. 
He has submitted an outline of his 
plan to President Wilson, who has 
commended it enthusiastically and as­ 
sured him that all the influence the 
administration possesses will be used 
to put it into effect. 
Mr. nurleuon has reached the con­ 
clusion that politics is a b’lght on the 
postal service. 
Postm asters are ap­ 
pointed as a reward for political serv­ 
ices und not for their fitness to dis­ 
charge the duties of the position ef­ 
ficiently and economically. 
The re­ 
sult is that in ninety-nine cases out of 
one hundred the political postm aster 
takes th«* appointment merely as a 
perquisite. 
Th«- 
postm aster 
general 
believes 
po8tmast«*rs should be a professional i 
class, trained in their duties and de- j 
voted to the service as a life work. 
He thinks a postm aster should not be 
restricted to one locality, but should 
be promoted from the smaller to lar­ 
ger communities, according to ability 
displayed. 


Proposes C ivil Service Test. 
The postm aster general has decided 
to subject all fourth class postm asters 
to a civil service t**st. 
Those who 
pass It will be retained and those who 
do not will be relieved. This examina­ 
tion will be open to outsiders also and 
an eligible list of fourth class post­ 
m asters will be established. Vacancies 
will be filled from the list. 
It is Mr. Burleson's intention in the 
appointment of fourth class postmas­ 
ters to experiment with the proposi­ 
tion of ignoring geographical consid­ 
erations. W herever a vacancy occurs 
the man at the top of the eligible list 
will 
be appointed, regardless of 
the 
fact that he does not reside in 
the 
community affected. 
If this 
scheme works 
well 
Mr. 
Burleson 
will ask congress to enact 
legislation placing the first, second 
and third class postm asters under 
similar civil service regulations and 
subject to assignment without regard 
to locality.

The Russian government issued a 
long official communication explaining 
the efforts of the powers to arrange 
a settlem ent of the Balkan problem 
and justifying Russia’s consent to the 
annexation of Scutari to Albania on 
the grounds that this is necessary in 
order to preserve peace and because 
Scutari is purely an Albanian town, 
the annexation of which by Montene­ 
gro would only prove a source of em­ 
barrassm ent and difficulty, weaken­ 
ing, instead of strengthening Monte­ 
negro. 


K in g Nicholas Criticised. 
In the communication it is charged 
that King Nicholas broke the engage­ 
ment Into w’hich he entered to obtain 
Russia’s consent before resorting to 
war. 
It uddti: 
“Nevertheh^ss, the Russian emperor 
magnanimously assisted Montenegro 
to 
attain 
its 
legitimate 
aims and 
warned King Nicholas 
that 
pursu­ 
ance of personal alms with respect 
to Scutari would only condemn hia 
people to useless massacre. 
“These warnings were ignored, ap­ 
parently because King Nicholas be­ 
lieved that continued resistance would 
embroil Russia and the great powers 
in a European war. Russia, therefore, 
was compelled to act In concert with 
the powers In coercing Montenegro, 
but still hopes that the display of in­ 
ternational naval power will induce 
Montenegro to bow to the will of 
Europe, in which case the powers will 
find means of alleviating the lot of 
the Montenegrin people who are over­ 
whelmed by the excessive sacrifices 
entailed by the siege of Scutari.”

Back as far as the Madero revolution 
it was discovered that the annexation 
crowd was among those opposing him. 
Plots against Madero were aided by 
Americans who wanted the northern 
states of Mexico annexed, and now it 
appears that revolution against nuer- 
ta is encouraged because he stands in 
the way of annexation or separation 
of any part of Mexico, as any ruler of 
that country must. 


Am erican Interest*. 
Senator Fall of New Mexico, who is 
better informed on Mexican affairs 
than any man in public life, says that 
Americans own 43 per cent of the to- 
tn) wealth of Mexico. 
The money to­ 
tal he gives at $1.057.000,000, and also 
he says that 77 per cent of the Mexi­ 
can railroad bonds and stocks are 
owned by Americans. 
Senator Fall «*stimates the damage 
done to American interests by the rev­ 
olutions at $800.000.000. 
lie says that 
the Americans own most of the shares 
of the mining stocks. 
The Americans 
would favor annexation, except that 
Mexican mining laws are much more 
liberal than those of the United States. 


The Surprising Fact. 
In view of the great interests which 
Americans have in Mexico it is sur­ 
prising Hint Intervention has been held 
off so long. 
Only the fact that the 
United States had enough of war with 
inferior peoples bns stood in the way 
of a Mexican invasion. Our people are 
nearly all against mixing in Mexico 
with an army. 


Advising the President. 
President Wilson is receiving a lot 
of advice these days as to what he 
should recommend cougress to do. 
There are many organizations which 
seem to be a sort of factory for ud- 
vlsing national legislation. 
There are 
many measures which failed in the 
last congress which seem to have 
strong supporters as the new session 
begins, and efforts are being made to 
enlist the president’s aid.

It is Taking Deeper Root—Is Travel­ 
ing Eastward—Jersey City 
to Vote 
Boston Transcript: 
Tile idea of a 
commission form of government ap­ 
pears to be taking deeper and deeper 
root. 
It is coming eastward, and a t­ 
tracting the attention of even some of 
tue larger cities. On the 15th of next 
month Jersey City voters will meet 
to determine whether they want that 
method of conducting municipal af­ 
fairs, and Jersey City is right on the 
edge of Greater New York and in 
metropolitan relations intimately as­ 
sociated with it. In fact, one of thfc 
leading metropolitan papers says: 
"If any impertinent citizen asks 
why the commission form wrould no! 
be a good thing for Greater New 
York it is very hard to answer him.” 
Trenton and Passaic are two New 
Jersey cities which already have the 
system. 
If Jersey City adopts It, 
Newark is likely to swing into line 
and eventually the urban interests 
of the state will be managed by that 
method. 
But in two of the states 
there is evidence of impatience in 
waiting upon tne cities. 
The prop­ 
osition of the governor of Kansas to 
establish a commission consisting of 
two representatives from each con­ 
gressional district has been commen­ 
ted on. 
In Minnesota a bill is before 
the legislature to make the executive 
branch consist of the governor and 
four commissioners, these to appoint 
all state officers except the lieuten­ 
ant governor and auditor. 
These are 
novel and radical propositions, but 
they Indicate the grip that this idea 
is having upon the popular imagin­ 
ation.

W ashington. April l l . —P ostm aster 
General Burleson has determ ined to 
effect the m ost radical reorganisation 
of the postal service ever proposed 
In the history of civil service reform 
in this country. The plan upon which 
he is at work is distinguished by these 
features: 
All postm asters shall be placed un­ 
d er civil service and required to pass 
exam ination for adm ission, retention 
and promotion. 
Postm asters shall be appointed and 
transferred without regard to locality, 


bo that, for example, a resident cf 
San Francisco could be m ade postm as­ 
te r of New York, and a resident of Du­ 
luth postm aster of New Orleans. 
The new 
postm aster 
general has 
told his friends th it his highest am­ 
bition is to take the postoffice depart­ 
m ent com pletely out of politics and 
m ake it an organization of the high­ 
est business efficiency. 


President Commends Plan. 


He has subm itted an outline of his 
plan to P resident W ilson, who has 
commended it enthusiastically and as­ 
sured him that all the influence tho 
adm inistration possesses will be used 
to put it into effect. 
Mr. Burleson has reached the con­ 
clusion that politics is a bUght on the 
postal service. 
P ostm asters are ap­ 
pointed as a rew ard for political serv­ 
ices and not for their fitness to dis­ 
charge the duties of the position ef­ 
ficiently and economically. 
The re­ 
sult is th at in ninety-nine cases out of 
one hundred the political postm aster 
takes the appointm ent m erely as a 
perquisite. 
The 
postm aster 
general 
believes 
postm asters should be a professional 
class, trained in their duties and de­ 
voted to the service as a life work. 
He thinks a postm aster should not be 
restricted to one locality, but should 
be prom oted from the sm aller to lar­ 
ger com m unities, according to ability 
displayed. 


Proposes Civil Service Test. 


The postm aster general has decided 
to subject all fourth class postm asters 
to a civil service test. 
Those who 
pass It will be retained and those who 
do not will be relieved. 
This exam ina­ 
tion will be open to outsiders also and 
an eligible list of fourth class post­ 
m asters will be established. Vacancies 
will be filled from the list. 
It is Mr. Burleson’s intention in the 
appointm ent of fourth class postm as­ 
ters to experim ent with the proposi­ 
tion of ignoring geographical consid­ 
erations. 
W herever a vacancy occurs 
the man a t the top of the eligible list 
will be appointed, regardless of the 
fact th a t he does not reside in the 
com m unity affected.

this 
schem e 
works 
well 
Mr. 
Burleson will ask congress to enact 
legislation placing the first, second 
and third 
class postm asters under 
sim ilar civil service regulations and 
subject to assignm ent w ithout regard 
to locality.

W ashington, April l l . —The senate** 
attitude toward President Wilson and 
the new tariff bill becam e fairly well 
defined after another m eeting of til* 
Dem ocratic m em bers of the finance 
com m ittee. 
Briefly the senate com m ittee will 
agree to accept the view of the presi­ 
dent and the house as to free wool 
and I cent sugar, v Uh the free in 
three years attachm ent, but it will ex­ 
ercise its right to am end other sched­ 
ules and provisions. 
The conference with the president 
brought a working agreem ent, under 
which the executive and the senate 
leaders have yielded certain points. 
The senate Dem ocrats do not purpose 
m aking any genera] increase in the 
rates of the tariff hill, or to m ake th* 
senate liable to the charge of having 
impeded the efforts of the president 
and the house toward tariff reform. 
Changes 
will 
be 
m ade in 
many 
schedules, however, the work having 
been started with a consideration of 
the first one In the bill. 
Some of the 
changes regarded as necessary by the 
senate leaders may be carried over to 
the house and put into tho bill in the 
D em ocratic caucus, still in progress 
there. 


Contemplate Some Changes. 
The senate leaders reserve the right 
to m ake changes after the bill reaches 
the senate, when they consider them 
necessary to m ake the tariff revision 
more equitable and scientific. 
The decision to stand w ith the pres­ 
ident upon the wool and sugar tariff 
issue has brought the various force* 
of Democratic control into pracucel 
unity, it is asserted. 
The fight against free wool, how­ 
ever, has become more acute at both 
ends of the Capitol and several state 
delegations in the house are appeal­ 
ing to D em ocratic senators for sup­ 
port in the fight to retain some duty. 
The Democratic caucus of the hous* 
has reached only the third schedule 
of the new bill. 
R epresentative Un­ 
derwood and the other 
Democratic 
tariff leaders are making no ap|>arent 
effort to lim it 
debate or hasten a 
party decision on the bill. 
This deliberate progress has raised 
the hopes of the wool and sugar in­ 
terests that they may be able to o r­ 
ganize sufficient strength to change 
th e bill in the caucus, so th at it will 
pass the house with a t least a sm all 
duty on wool and w ithout the pro­ 
vision to m ake sugar free in 1916. 
This opinion is strengthened by th* 
attitu d e of 
the 
senate 
Democrat*. 
Many of them who favor a t least a 
small wool and sugar tariff are lend­ 
ing their influence to the fight in the 
house, in the hope that the issue can 
be fought out there and will not have 
to be settled in the senate.

osition of the governor of Kansas to 
establish a commission consisting of 
two representatives from each con­ 
gressional district has been commen­ 
ted on. 
In Minnesota a bill is before 
the legislature to make the executive 
branch consist of the governor and 
four commissioners, these to appoint 
all state officers except the lieuten­ 
ant governor and auditor. 
These are 
novel and radical propositions, but 
they indicate the grip that this idea 
is having upon the popular Imagin­ 
ation.
